Stat* Am high school boy* who sorionsly wish to loom trades 
will have aa opportunity to gain experience under commercial shop 
conditions this year, G. B, Holmes, vocational co-ordinator of tho high 
school, snnonncod today. 
The boys who eloct this work will spead 
alternate weeks in tho local shops and hi tho school mochnnicnl plant. 
They will put into practice in the commercia! establishments what they 
hare learned at school, potting in a ta i eight-hoar day while oa the 
job oatside of school. 
Arrangements art andor way whereby Ae stu­ 
dents will receive pay for their commercial work. 
A vocational committer met a t f 
the 
high 
achoo! 
yesterday 
and 
formulated plans whereby the new 
scheme Will be put into operation 
in 
the 
printing, auto 
shop and 
machine shop trades, Holmes stat­ 
ed. 
The new system recognizes that 
the demand for trades training is 
just as important as the need for 
college preparation. 
The commer­ 
cial shop arrangem ents are design­ 
ed to meet the criticism that the 
schools do not train or Instruct 
the boys in accordance with actual 
trades practice. 
As the plan rests a t present, the 
boys selecting this type of work 
will spend three hours daily at the 
school shop learning fundam ent­ 
als. 
The remainder of the day 
will he spent in studying academic 
subjects. 
This procedure will last 
for one week. 
In Local Shops 
The following week will be spent 
entirely outside the school in some 
local shop, working under practical 
conditions for eight hours daily. 
Upon the return of one boy, an ­ 
other 
will 
leave 
the school 
for 
outside 
work and 
the two will 
continue to alternate throughout 
the 
year. 
During the week out­ 
side the boys will continue their 
academic subjects by home study. 
On Tuesday the three depart­ 
ments at the school which are af­ 
fected by this scheme will be open 
and all boys who are interested 
are invited to talk over the plan 
with one of the instructors. 
P ar­ 
ents are welcome also. 
Before a boy is accepted 
under 
the 
new plan, he will be 
tested 
carefully in every respect in order 
to make sure that he is fitted by 
his abilities and physique to un­ 
dertake the type of work he se­ 
lects. 
Holmes estim ates that boys W’ho 
wish to go to college can complete 
their trades and academic require­ 
ments in five years. 
Those who 
do not plan for further education 
can finish in four years. 
Upon 
completion of the trades require­ 
ments the students are to receive 
certificates 
of 
accomplishment 
whether they graduate from high 
school or not. 
Continue Training 
The regular vocational training 
which has been carried on In the 
past at the high school will be 
continued, while 
the 
boys who 
wish to specialize in trade train ­ 
ing will have the opportunity to 
do 
so 
without 
having 
to 
meet 
heavy academic requirements. 
Riverside, Huntington Park and 
Los Angeles m aintain similar sys­ 
tems 
of <rade 
instruction. 
The 
plan 
is 
similar 
to 
the 
Smlth- 
Hughes scheme but is not con­ 
nected with It in the Santa Ana 
schools. 
Recognized by the na­ 
tional government and the Univer­ 
sity of California, it is declared 
to be one of the best Bystems of 
trade training in existence. 
As the program develops, other 
trades will be added to the pres­ 
ent 
list. 
For 
the 
present, 
the 
school will proceed with extreme 
care in order to assure the success 
of the new project. 
D. K. Hammond, principal; 
O. 
B. Holmes, C. E. Blakow, machine 
shop instructor; T. W. Williams, 
of the printing department: Rufus 
Bond, head of the mechanic arts 
departm ent; Q. W. Duncan, busi­ 
ness manager of the board of edu­ 
cation, and Ernest VV.

cular letter issued by the state de­ 
partment of health. 
Copies of the 
communication have been received 
by the county health department. 
Because of the seriousness of the 
situation and the imperative need 
to take effective steps to cope with 
spread of the disease, a letter of 
instructions. 
dealing 
with 
the 
symptoms 
and 
treatment of the 
malady, has been mailed to each 
practicing physician in the county. 
The announcement of the state 
health authorities goes on to say 
that the situation Is serious. More 
than 500 cases have been reported 
this year, distributed as follows: 
January, 13: February, 9: March, 
7; April. 7; 
May, 20: 
June. 75: 
July, 
215; 
August, 
183—for 
the 
first three weeks. 
Furthermore, it adds, many se­ 
vere types of paralysis are oc­ 
curring, 
and

cases are not recognized as acute 
anterior 
poliomyelitis. 
For 
this 
reason, it is explained, this circu­ 
lar letter Is being sent out to prac­ 
titioners in order that cases may

It attempt was made to observe

Tho first speed law left much 
to th* discretion of th* motorist, 
for it stated that ha ahould drive 
no faster than a reasonable rate. 
Only in dangerous spots was a 
specified 
limit mada 
In 
such 
places IO miles par hour was des­ 
ignated as a safe speed. In parks, 
however, eight mites per hour was 
the legal limit. 
Th* 
custodian of 
tho 
eouaty 
park would need a battery of as­ 
sistants today lf ho attempted to 
carry out a law which states that 
he shall assign a parking place to 
every vehicle which comes to tho 
piento 
grounds. Ho also 
would 
need a bookkeeper to handle the 
required record of every convey­ 
ance arriving. 
In 1904 all horse and motor 
driven vehiclaa war* legislated off 
th* sidewalks In the county.

Although frequent warnings are 
sounded to motorists on the sub­ 
ject of car thefts, there are still 
many owners who leave their cars

streets and are careless in other 
ways.

who 
would 
not 
think of 
leaving a 
pocketbook with a small am ount 
of silver In it anywhere, where it 
might be easily appropriated but

leaving a 
two or three thousand dollar car 
unlocked with 
doors wide 
open 
and engine 
heated for 
a 
quick 
get-away. 
It Is an established fact th at 
tho m ajority of cars are stolen 
within 
five 
minutes 
after

owner leaves them. 
It Is a short 
dash Into a store for cigarettes or 
soda or a similar trifling errand 
that often spells loss for the mo­ 
torist and insurance companies. 
W hile the percentage of recov­ 
eries of stolen 
cars 
is 
growing 
larger, the auto thief is still thriv­ 
ing and on the Job day and night. 
Foggy nights make escape easy 
for the auto thief and the petty 
larceny individual who specializes 
in auto accessories. 
One report 
coming to the Automobile Club of

California 
shows 
th at 
one well known citizen 
of Los 
Angeles lost eight new tires from 
the rear of his machine in less 
than two months, or an average 
of more than a tire a week.

OUR MONTH OF SEPTEMBER 


In Orange county the month of September stands 
out from the common run of months. 
In that re­ 
gard, perhaps. September the country over is rath­ 
er an outstanding month, for everywhere it marks 
the end of the vacation period and the gathering of 
forces for a long season of work. 
It is the time 
when men and women launch their activities for the 
forthcoming eight or nine months. 
September in Orange county brings to us the 
opening of school, an important occasion in thou­ 
sands upon thousands of families in this county w’ith 
its reputation for the best there is in schools. 
Children will start the school year in the best of 
health. 
There has been no malaria, no typhoid 
fever, no long period of exhaustion from severe heat, 
such as marks the vacation period in most of the 
states of the Union. 
Activities of work and play in 
the out-of-doors has browned their skins, brightened 
their eyes and reddened their blood, and they en­ 
ter their classes full of life’s best energy—the energy 
of healthful childhood. 
"Ibis month will find the renewal of club and 
social affairs among the women, the opening of fall 
meetings of various other organizations, the taking 
on of new life in fraternal organizations, the quicken­ 
ing of institutions and the squaring away of official 
life for meeting the public need. 
But it is perhaps as a crop month that Septem­ 
ber in Orange county, more than in any other way, 
holds its head tar above its eleven sisters. 
This is harvest time in the broad bean fields. 
Cutters are at work on the lima beans, and soon 
threshers will be doing their part in separating the 
bean from the pods and straw. 
Walnuts are falling, the first of the heaviest yield 
in the history of the county, and before the month 
is out most of this great crop will be in the trays 
drying in the sun, and much of it will be dried and 
in the packing-houses ready for shipment to mar­ 
kets hungry for it. 
This, too, is a big month in the disposal of the 
county’s huge valencia orange crop. 
It has been 
so far an exceedingly fine year for valencias. 
The 
fruit has been of good quality and size, and prices 
in the East have been quite satisfying to the grow­ 
ers in this section, where climate and soil are com­ 
bined to make the finest valencia producing section 
in a1) the land. 
Though it is a crop that has decreased in im­ 
portance greatly during the past eight or nine years, 
the sugar beet holds an important place in Septem­ 
ber. 
The Santa Ana Sugar company plant, south 
of Santa Ana, is grinding out beets that this year 
are showing a heavy percentage of sugar. 
Because of crop returns, September is always a 
heavy period for bank deposits. 
It is a month in 
which scores of borrowers pay off their notes. 
It 
is a month when the harvest gives its steadiest em­ 
ployment to those who toil in the fields and orchards, 
and it is therefore a good month for the payment of 
bills. 
Since all these avenues of activity lead to 
the merchants’ cash register, naturally September is 
a good month for the business houses. 
So September deserves its prominence. 
It offers 
all of us opportunities for planning, for resolutions, 
for activity. 
Since it is recognized that in many 
things a good start is essential, so it is time for 
each of us to see to it that September for him is 
what September ought to be, the biggest and best 
month of all the year.

FIGURES FROM PALESTINE 


For die last fiscal year the Palestine government 
raised $11,950,000 and spent $10,500,000. 
Not big 
figures, but significant, because they show a surplus. 
Evidently progress is being made in that revered, 
poverty-stricken land. 
Immigration figures, however, tell another story. 
Emigration has been greater lately than immigra­ 
tion. 
In June nearly twice as many people left the 
country as entered it. The arriving Jews numbered 
376 and the departing Jews 565. 
That does not look well for the Zionist move­ 
ment. 
Many Jews all over the world are insisting 
that their Zion is their adopted land. 
Nevertheless 
it it a fine thing to re-establish a national home for 
the scattered race, in the ancient land that bred 
them. 
“Home is where the heart is.” 
Millions of 
Jews like to feel that there is a home land again 
where they could go if they chose. 
It adds to their 
self-respect and helps to keep fresh their regard for 
a venerable past.

YOUTHFUL SUICIDES 
SHOW 
NO 
UNUSUAL 
INCREASE 
Recently newspapers carried much agitation rela­ 
tive to the suicide of persons approaching college 
age. 
Actually, the suicide rate for persons of this 
age has not varied greatly for many years. 
In IO years, from 1911 to 1920, there were re­ 
ported in the United States only six cases of child 
suicide, including four boys and two girls from 
five to nine years of age. 
From the ages of IO 
to 14, there were 185 boys and 145 girls. 
Love Disappointment 
In the next age period, however, from 15 to IO 
years of age, there were 1885 women and 1614 men. 
Women at this particular age are likely to be dis­ 
turbed by disappointment In love. 
From the ages of 20 to 24 there were 4998 men, as 
compared with 4858 women; at the ages of 35 to 
39 8123 men as compared with approximately 3000 
women. 
The greatest number Pf women 
commit 
suicide between the ages of 25 to 29 and the larg­ 
est number of men between the ages of 35 and 89. 
As Concerns Marriage 
Suicide in old age Is relatively infrequent 
com­ 
pared with that in middle life. 
While the figures 
are not absolutely dependable, they appear to Indi­ 
cate that married people commit suicide less fre­ 
quently than do the single, that widows commit sui­ 
cide more often than do married people or single 
people and that widowers mrs even more prone to 
suicide than widows. 
In all of the groups concerned, the divorced com­ 
mit suicide most frequently. 


Labor Sunday Message, 1927 


(Prepared by th# Commission on the Church and Social Service of 
the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, for use 
on Labor Sunday, September 4. 1927.) 


The Church End Labor hold many common ideals. 
The Gos­ 
pel of Jesus the Carpenter, which is the foundation of the Christian 
church, rests upon the love of God, who is the Father, and the 
tervice of all men, who are brothers. The social ideals of Labor 
rest upon the essentially religious principles of service and sac­ 
rifice, of creative work, of brotherly friendliness, and of social 
justice. 
In the support of these common ideals. Labor and the 
Church stand together. 
On this Sunday, devoted to the cause of Labor, it is appropri- 
ste for every Church to reaffirm its support and allegiance to the 
common moral issues to which both Labor and religion are com­ 
mitted. 
The Church holds the human personality is sacred, and 
apposes all forms of exploitation and human degradation. 
It pro­ 
tests against the employment of children of tender years in denial 
of their right to growth and education, and employment of men 
md women for over-long periods of labor. 
It stands for the pay­ 
ment of wages sufficient both to sustain and enhance life, the 
right of worker* to bargain collectively through representatives of 
their own choosing, and protection against unemployment and 
occupational accidents and diseases. 
It ii fitting, too, that every Church should continually affirm 
its belief in the application of the principles of Jesus in every in­ 
dustrial relation. 
The spirit of good-will expressed in advancing 
forms of industrial co-operation can reconcile the differences be­ 
tween management and men, and eliminate the human and ma­ 
terial wastes of conflict. 
That these statements are not vague 
ideals, but are actual programs coming to pass, is shown by pro­ 
posals of the American Federation of Labor for co-operation with 
the management to increase efficiency and production, and by the 
growing number of instances where Labor and management are 
actually working together for these same purposes. 
Unceasing concern for the lot of the workers, their wives and 
children, is the inevitable expression by the Churches of that love 
which led Christ to turn to die multitudes and to become the pas­ 
sionate advocate of their welfare. 
The labor movement is the 
self-conscious organized expression of the workers* struggle for a 
more abundant life. 
It is impossible for th* Church of Christ to 
devote itself passionately to the welfare of the masses of the people 
and not to have sympathetic relations with organized labor. 
This 
does not mean that the Church should become partisan, but rather 
that it must fulfill the oommands of Christ in expressing his in­ 
tense human interest. 
In fact the Church has a right to expect the 
support of its members, in principle at least, in its efforts to lift 
the status of the under-privileged. 
In striving for the better life 
for them the Church finds itself touching elbows with Labor, and 
they together may perform a great service in the promotion of a 
more just and brotherly order in America.
